cluding poor people In the cities. 
But 
even with quite a wheat shortage in 
this y ea r’s harvest, which apparently 
there will not. be, there would y et be 
food enough. 
The whea t granaries of 
the world have carried over a large 
stock, both from 19 09 and 19 10. when 
there were large crops. 
So there is 
wheat enough, and 
the 
speculators 
should not be allowed to promote any 
alarm. 
Another greater food product than 
wheat is also much under discussion 
at this juncture. 
That Is the potato, 
of which there has been an enormous 
shortage. 
In Germany alone the po­ 
tato shortage In 19 11 amounts to 100,- 
000,000 bushels. 
This, however, Is not 
as serious as it m ight seem, because 
while potatoes both In Europe and 
the United Sta tes constitute a very 
important a rticle of human diet, very 
large quantities are a lso fed to asii- 
mals and possibly larger 
quantities 
are used for the manufacture of alco- 
nol. 
Ex perience shows that potato 
shortage in any country does not mean 
a large demand 
for 
importations 
There is undoubtedly 
wheat enough 
In the world to ta ke the place of what­ 
ever la needed on account of the short­ 
a ge of potatoes.

P rove rb s of t h e 
Japanese.

When serving luncheon or dinner to 
a few friends, one likes to have a 
salad that is a little unusual for the 
occasion. 
Here are & few to choost» 
from: 
Goldsmith Salad.— Take a half cup 
of apples minced fine, one-fourth of a 
cup of minced celery , a fourth of a 
cup of chopped hickory nut meats, a 
fourth of a cup of chopped green pep­ 
per and olives mix ed. 
Serve in green 
pepper cups and garnish with may on­ 
naise dressing. 
Apple, nuts and celery served in 
head lettuce Is a sim pler salad and one 
that is generally liked. 
May onnaise 
may be served with thl3 or a plain, 
less ex pensive, boiled dressing. 
Salad plants contain but little nour­ 
ishment. 
Their chief value lies in the 
mineral salts they contain, and when 
mix ed with dressings of oil they are 
of as much va lue to the sy stem a s 
food. 
I^ettuce and green vegetables, If al­ 
lowed to stand in a dressing, will wilt, 
so it Is best to keep the lettuce crisp 
and fresh, and serve it freshly pre­ 
pared. 
Grape Fruit or Pomelo Salad. — There 
is no fruit salad equal In deliciousness 
to that prepared 
with 
carefully -re­ 
moved sections of grape fruit added 
very gently to celery and nuts, and 
mix ed with may onnaise. 
Sometim es 
even the nuts will crush the fruit and 
the utmost care should be used in 
mix ing the salad, otherwise the juice 
is crushed from the fruit and the salad 
is watery and unsightly . 
Grape Fruit and Cherry.—Cut 
the 
ripe fruit in ha lves, using the large 
cherries when obtainable. 
Cut 
the 
grape fruit and remove the sections 
with care; let all stand a few mo­ 
ments in French dressing to season. 
Serve with may onnaise on lettuce and 
garnish with maraschino cherries.

Chinese Subjects by Dutch Soldiers

Demanded Indemnity of Holland and 
Has Sent Battleships to the Dutch 
Colony to Enforce Demand. 


Ban Francisco, Cat., February 2S.— 
Under instructions to begin a bom 
bardmsnt of Batav ia if the Dutch gov 
ernmsnt does not pay an indemnity 
demanded for the killing of Chinese 
•oldiers, Chinese warships hav e been 
ordered to J av a. 
In an ultimatum sent to the Dutch 
gov ernment prov isional President Sun 
Tat Ben declared that an attack on 
J av a would be begun if the indemnity 
la not paid within a week. 
This in­ 
formation has beea receiv ed here in a 
priv ate dispatch from Dr. Sun’s priv ate 
secretary to the Chinese Free Press. 
Dr. Sun declared in his ultimatum 
that passports would be handed to tha 
Dutch minister, who is said to be at 
Shanghai enroute to Peking, if the in 
demnity was not paid. 
Chinese ex plain the proposed action 
by Sun on the ground that the Man 
ohurian gov ernment no longer ex ists 
and that the Dutch gov ernment must 
treat with the rev olutionists, although 
the republic has not been formslly reo 
•gnised. 
The three cru isers which left Shang 
hai are the Hai Chan, the Hai Yuhe 
and the Hai Sun. 
They were fully 
prov isioned and equipped under or 
ders of Wong Chung Wei, minister of 
war. 
Adv ices to the Chinese newspapers 
here declare that the attack on the 
Obineee by Dutch soldiers was mad e 
without

COMPLICATIONS WERE FEARED 


Dreading the Possib ility of Immediate j 
Interv ention From the Other Side of i 
the Riv er in Ev ent of Battle Bu llets 
Impinging on El Paso, Mexican Offi­ 
cials Permit Vasqu ietas to Selie the 
Port Withou t a Stru ggle. 


El Paso, Tex , Feb . 28.—Reb els styl- 
iu g themselv es V&squ istas are in pos- 
seasioci of Ju arez, the largest Mexican 
port of entry on the Mexican b order. 
Whether the Mexican gov ernment will 
attempt to retake it is prob lematical. 
Mexican Consu l E. C. Llorente of El 
Paso declares the town gav e u p rather 
than ru n the risk of complication» 
with the Pnited States. Troops of the 
United States filled all the b u siness 
streets of El Paso, ready to go into 
Ju arez if b u llets b egan 
falling 
on 
American « oil. If the Mexican gov ern 
ment attempts to retake the town, it 
mu st again endanger El Paso. Hav ing 
su rrendered to prev ent international 
complications. Americans think there 
will b e no effort to take the place, and 
that the port of Ju arez is closed 
In 
consideration of its hav ing su rrender 
ed to [» rev ent v iolation of American 
neu trality, the 
Mexican 
gov ernment 
will now dou b tless insist u pon the 
United States looking u pon the port of 
Ju arez as closed and stopping the im­ 
portation or exportation of merchan 
dise. 
The reb els captu red the town prac­ 
tically withou t any resistance. 
Imme 
diately 
estab lishing 
gu ards 
in 
the 
town, they proceeded to set u p their 
gov ernment. 
No rioting or disorder 
attended the fall of the city. Only one 
man was wou nded in the attack, ami 
he was wou nded b y accident. He was 
Captain Cayetano Romero of the de­ 
fenders, accidentally shot in the side j 
b y one of his own men. 
The reb els 
did not hav e a man killed or wou nded. 
Two El Paso homes were stru ck b y 
flying b u llets. 
The reb els entered the 
town firing with their rifles and with 
a lone cannon which they dragged with 
them. 
Some of the Ju arez defenders 
replied to the first reb el v olley, b u t 
this was contrary to orders from their 
commanders, and they were soon si 
lenced. 
The attacking army then marched 
throu gh the streets u nopposed, ab so­ 
lu tely v ictoriou s 
The cu stom hou se, 
postoffice, 
mu nicipal 
b u ildings, 
jail, 
b arracks and other pu b lic places were 
seized and gu ards were immediately 
placed to preserv e order. Gu ards were 
also placed at the two railroad stations 
and sent to the International b ridges 
that commu nicate with El Paso. 
The 
inv aders fou nd all the stores In Ju ar­ 
ez closed and locked, the doors b arred 
in many instances, b u t they made no 
effort to loot and their commanders 
soon had gu ards posted throu ghou t 
the city, 
it was a most orderly cap­ 
tu re. 
Orders were issu ed that looting 
wou ld he pu nished b y execu tion. 
Throu ghou t the excitement United 
States troops, inclu ding a b attery of 
artillery, were lined u p on the Ameri­ 
can side looking on, ready to march 
ov er to stop the trou b le if El Paso 
liv es b ecame endangered.

The priest b ecame anxiou s to 
get rid of the woman and married her 
to his b rother. 
The woman told her 
hu sb and ab ou t 
the rob b ery of the 
Black Virgin, and the monk killed his 
b rother, as he was afraid of b eing b e­ 
trayed 
He administered ab solu tion to 
the man he was ab ou t to kill. 
After the arrest of Maeoeh a thor­ 
ou gh search was made of the monas­ 
tery and it w a s fou nd that systematic 
rob b ery had b een carried on for years. 
The jewels hav e now b een placed in 
charge of a new administrativ e force 
and sev eral monks are to b e tried for 
theft. 
The woman Ostranska is also 
u nder arrest.
